WHEREAS, there is no Indiana Criminal Statute, nor any 
municipal ordinance in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
specifically addressing the subject of discharge of firearms; 
and 


WHEREAS, that in order to promote and protect the health 
and safety of the citizens of Fort Wayne, it is necessary to 
regulate the discharge of firearms in this city. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby added the following language 
to Chapter 130 of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana Code of 
Ordinances: 

"Discharging firearms; penalty. 

Sec. 130.07 Discharge prohibited. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to discharge a 
firearm in the city limits of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


Sec. 130.08 Definition - "Firearm". 

As used in this ordinance, the following word shall have 
the following meaning, unless the context clearly 
indicates that a different meaning is intended: 

"Firearm": Any weapon, whether loaded or unloaded, 
which will expel a projectile by the action of an 
explosive and includes any such weapon commonly 
referred to as a pistol, revolver, rifle, gun, 
shotgun, or machine gun. Any weapon which can be 
readily made into a firearm by the insertion of a 
firing pin, or other similar thing in the actual 
possession of the perpetrator or an accomplice, is 
a firearm.
